T|The  following  three  samplers,  although  made  165  years  ago,  only 
came  to  light  quite  recently.  They  were  found  about  ten  years  ago 
rolled  together  and  tied  up  in  a  small  package  containing  some  let- 
ters written  between  Eliza  Bowne  Dobson  of  Flushing,  L.  I.,  and 
Samuel  Underbill  of  New  York  City,  the  early  part  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury, just  before  they  were  married  at  the  Quaker  Meeting  House 
in  Flushing.  In  one  of  the  letters  written  by  Eliza  Bowne  Dobson 
there  is  a  mention  of  the  death  of  "Grandfather  Dobson"  in  New 
York.  The  name  Dobson  will  be  found  in  the  earliest  city  Direc- 
tories, which  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  these  samplers  were 
made  in  this  city.
